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"Opporlunlim" 
The years 1930, to 1943 witnessed 
the second German war. Within 
this time, however, there was no 
sadder catastrophe nor no greater 
loss of lite occasioned than in the 
new historical eruption o{ Mount 
Royal. 

SIspread about the mountain was 
the smiling city of Montrrpl, with 
its population of one million people 
Montreal was the grcal<!it city ol 
the Dominion' of Canada— <!& finan- 
cial capital, controlling all the 
moneys that flowed through Cana- 
dian hands, ils greatest sca-porl, 
handling a vast trade from the then 
flourishing continent of Europe, its 
touristic centre, with its broad and 
lovely streets, and its manifold and 
graceful parks. 

It was upon such a city as thlf, 
happy enough in itself, and now 
happier still in' the recent termina* 
tfon of the war, and the approaching 
of the great festival nt' Christmas,' 
that the fires of hell swept down. 

On the first day of December at 
10 o'clock In the morning, every- 
one was busily engaged In his dally 
affairs. At that moment, there was' 
a violent earthquake, and ' sud-

denly around thc^ base 



mountain a wide fissure 
and the holocaust began. 

There was no flow of lava upon 
this occasion, but merely a spew- 
ing forth of burning cinders and 
sulphuric gases. For this reason 
the eruption has caused as much 
wonder to geologists as it must stir 
awe- In the minds of the ordinary 
laymen. 

Immediately the eruption began 
everyone made preparations for the 
oxodus from the city. 

Montreal was situated on an 
Island whence bridges led to an- 
other island on the north and to 
the south shore of the river. 
These bridges were impassable, ex- 
cept upon payment "of a nominal 
sum of currency, represented In 
those days by little discs of metal 
and slips of paper known as 
money. Those who collected Uie 
tolls, as It was called, at ' these 
bridges remained at their posts 
faithfully, and Indeed perceiving a 
chance to gain a little more of 
this money than usual, raised the 
toll to three times the normal 
rate. 

Similarly the men who operated 
the various means of public con- 
veyance within the City, since they 
knew that over three quarters of 
the population, which possessed no 
other medium of travel, would have 
to sceic refuge in their "busses, 
tramways, and taxis," toolc advan- 
tage of the situation also to increase 
as much as twentyfold the ordinary 
fares. Unfortunately for the oper- 
ators of the clectrieally-drlven 
tramways, however, the source of 
electrical power was cut off, since 
its comptrollers realized that they 
would have little, chance of collect- 
■ing for the current use. 

Those people who possessed pri- 
vate cars loaded them generally 
with such possessions of value ai 
they hoped to take away with them, 
and then, if there was any room 
left in their cars, they were canny 
enough to charge exorbitant rates 
of those demanding passage. 

When it became apparent to the 
administration of the city that the 
iall of cinders was seriously ob- 
structing the streets! the mayor or* 
dered out the ploughs which in 
winter time were used to clear the 
thoroughfares of snow. These ma- 
chines did their work effectively 
until the men driving them, not 
wishing to lose the advantage pre- 
sented to them, forbore to clean the 
streets, and used their vehlcies to

Seven of the Governors oif the 
University of Toronto are facing 
the indignation of the students as 
well as that of the Toronto press 
and public, as a result of two sue 
cessivc Board meetings at which 
It was decided to refuse the enrol 
ment of friendly alien students in 
any of the Faculties. 

The question ' first' aro8e.s-,on the 
admission of two Japanese students, 
when the board met to decide on a 
general policy regarding the future 
enrolment of friendly alien stu 
dents. The president of the Unlver< 
sity spoke In their favour and mov 
ed that they be admitted to the 
University, but the vote standing at 
7-7 led to the defeat of the motion. 
In accordance with a by-law of the 
constitution. 

All the student organizations and 
societies drew up petitions of pro- 
test. In the weeks following the an 
tiouncèment of the decision. This 
took place during the International 
Student Rally, when it was unani- 
mously decided by the 400 students 
present that "the Board be asked 
to revise its- decision". Thé En- 
gineering Society, was. the only one 
to uphold the views of the Board 
of Governors, staling at its meeting 
that 'There is no place in the 
crowded Faculties for Friendly 
Aliens during this present War", 
but went on to say that It did. not 
object to admissions to the Arts

All criticisms of Formal dances at the 
university in wartime are completely un- 
justified. These criticisms are based in 
large measure on the expense involved in 
the planning and execution of the dance, 
but these critics apparently neglect the 
fact that in spite of all the rantings about 
total war, in spite of thè seriousness of the 
conflict, recreation is still an essential 
feature for a healthy and normal people. 
pt»T And students are no exception. They 
must have a well balanced existence in 
order to work most efficiently, and it is 
Mt-.., certainly more desirable to have them 
spend an evening at a university and stu- 
dent funTlion than at a' downtown night 
club. 

Moreover the officers commanding the 
C.O.T.C. and the U.A.T.C. have grantéd 
students permission to wear their uniforms; 
this decision will be appreciated by all 
students who are not as affluent as tho 
rental of a dress suit warrants, and should 
further serve to eliminate the objection 
that students should not afford the extra- 
vagance of a formal dance in wartime. 

The From committee has done an 
admirable job thus far in planning the 
decorations and eliminating superfluous 
expenisep, at the same time conserving the 
true atniosphere of a fomii»| dance. As a 
result the custom of last ye^r will be foN 
lowèd with respect to corsages; thè decor- 
ations will be appealing without being 
lavish, and mo^t other thiqgs will be 
formal without being extravagant. 

'V\'e heartily endorse the decision to 
limit the number of formal dances at col- 
lege per yèar but we cannot condone any 
decision to eliminate thèm entirely.

it is froni a small group; the results have 
V shown that. In evèry case the smaller 
faculties have come very near their objec- 
tives, while the larger faculties only 
reached the half-w^y ni^rk. 

Hàwever, thit 4oes not excuie the fact 
thtft Artt and Science could not reach the 
26% mark, while Me4ieme, Engineering 
r^ ond R,V.C. all eqtijiy. patted- the 45% 

The W<»r Council réàistràlion offers 
another flagrant exàmplc of arts apathy. 
The majority of artsmcn. suffering under 
the burden of a course taking eighteen 
hours a week, could not find time to go 
down to thé smoking room to régister. Of 
those who ifiei'« relaxing in the smoking 
room during the re^sfaraUon, some thirty 
pu eectt. found themselves unable to give 



hope that these people will remember how 
busy they are when some, more pleasant 
way of spending their time occurs, and 
that they will remember that they need, all 
their time for studying the next time that 
they are in the smoking room.

You may call it propaganda, you may call 
it a cowardly attack on defenseless emotions, 
but whatever it li, 'The Pied Piper" now 
playing at Loew's Theatre, leaves you breath 
less with Its effect. Here is neither a powerful 
story— nor a vitriolic attack on the Hun— yet 
when you walk out of the theatre you think to 
yourielf, "By George, what have thosV English- 
men got that 'makes them so Impregnable to 
panic— and so determined to carry on no mat 
tar what the odds are against them." 

The motion picture version of "The Pied 
Piper" is perhaps a Uttle different in its effect 
from the book. ^hen .Nevll Shute wrote his 
best-seller, his intention was perhaps not so 
much to tell an adventure story, but rather to 
allegorise on the goodness and- humanity that 
sUll may exist somewhere in the war-torn 
world amid all this strife Here Is Uie story of 
a crtisty Englishman of the upper daaaes, who 
when caught in the maelstrom of the' Nazi in- 
vasion in France decides to leave for London 
because, "... in time of a national emergency, 
an Englishman's place is at home." So he cuts 
his fishing expedition short, and conuncnces 
his journey back to England. He is entrusted 
with the care ot two children of English 
friends ot his, to take back to London. On his 
journey through occupied France, he picks up 
more of the stray little vagabonds till this 
modem "Pled Piper" is the guardian nurse of 
five children. He is finally arrested as a spy, 
but Is ironically enough released when the 
Nazi officer, finding otit that he la sending the 
children to his daughter in America, persuades 
the Englishman to tike along his little niece, 
because, ". . . it is not safe for her here, since 
she is only half-Aryan." 

The movie transcription from the book was 
splendidly written by Nunnaly Johnson. Some 
clever'dialogue was added to lift the picture 
from becoming a morbid or maudlin produc- 
tion. Irving Pichel, who directed the film, 
achieved beautiful résulta by ahowlng the 
effects of the New Order rather than by over- 
playing the Nazl-cruèlty angle. The whole 
sUrengUi of the film lies in understatement 
rather than overstatement 

However, some of the Kenes present an 
iindescribable pathos. Especially overpowering 
was tha sequence showing the machine-gun. 
ning of refugees by Stuka dive bombers on 
the choked roads of Francè. Whtn one sees 
these things, and then the camera moves to 
show the crusty old Englishman who has taken 
the little waifs In his charge, you are left with 
a feeling that cannot be described. For It is 
one of both admiration and woAder. 

If auperlativea were not trite;';:: Monty 
WooUe/a characterization of the Irritable Mr. 
Howard, could be easily described. The scenes 
with the German Gestapo officer. Major 
Diessen is notably effective. For here Is a pre- 
sentation of more than' the eonfliet between 
two personalities. We can rather see the basic 
differencès between the English and German 
mentalities, It Is a mental atruggle, reminiscent 
of O'Neill and Ibsen writings. The part of the 
German Gestapo officer is admirably handled 
by Otto Preminger. Roddy McDowell (of How 
Green Was My Valley) plays one ot the young- 
sters, and credit la due to him for not over- 
playing as too many child actors are prone to 
do. The supporting cast, Anne Baxter as the 
French girl, J. Carrol Nalsh as the Frenchman 
who aids in the escape, and 'the many oUiers 
are well chosen for théb: parts. 

This is Indeed a memorable production and 
should not be missed. — c. J. L.

Aa the titje of Uie feature, "Here We Go 
Agiln,"r suggests, radio's two moit popular pro- 
grama are united for the second time, oh the

Otis Cat- 
waUatér, Molly's old flànie, Is on the scene, and 
swindles Ed^ar Bergen into investing in a con- 
coction of Wimple's, whose high explosive value 
might inaJM it saiitable ios axiation gacoUnt. 



Otis of course was not on the level, but the 
product was found by accident to increase the 
ductility ot the silk from the cocoons that Ber< 
sen is out to discover, and everybody Is satis- 
fied 

Edgar Bergan, and his two dummies provide 
some^very. enttrtainlng sequences, while all the 
circumstances that have endeared Fibber Mc- 
Gee and Molly to their fans, such as the hall 
closet, and the- feuds with Gildcrsleeve, and 
Uppie, find a place in the program. 

Bergen's love interest is supplied by Glnny 
Slm'nis, who it better icnown f^' her singing. 
She has a small part and sings only one song. 
The 'musical background Is provided by Ray 
Noble's orchestra, but their appearances were 
too infrequent. The scripts for the radio per- 
formers are excellent, but the weakness of the 
plot (which is subordinate anyway) and the 
lack of acUon, tend to make the picture drag- 
The added attraction takes the form of an 
epic, with a formerly shiftless millionaire 
(Richard Carlson) taking a job with an Inde- 
pendent carter, and helping the latter out of 
difficulties with racketeers, and winning the 
hand of the carter's sister (Jane Randolph), The 
aietlon and surprises in this presentation help 
to -keep the audience interested. . .

English Literature Society 



The literature society at McGill has been 
in operation for a good number of years now, 
during which time it has enjoyed a varied 
career of success and failure. The meeUhgs, 
for the most part, '-have been -held either In 
the Grill Room' of 'the Union, or in the R.V.C. 
Common Room. Last year the regular campus 
society held one meeting in the auttunn, and 
then, because of the Indifference of the execu- 
tive, and the lack of adequate publicity, 
ceased to function. 

Four Arts - students decided that something 
should be done to remedy this state of affairs; 
and, accordingly, formed a new society ot their 
own, one which could not be classed as a 
regular campus organization, but which, in the 
opinion ot those responsible for its incepUon, 
would reawaken an interest in literature 
among students at McGilL 

In order that those who were to attend 
these meeUngs might enjoy interesting and 
worthwhile evenings, it was felt that the pro- 
cedure adopted by the society in former years 
would have to be abandoned to a largo extent. 
For one thing the rooms in which the past 
meetings had been held were too large and 
Inhospitable to make for entertaining discus- 
sion; and, accordingly, the basement room of 
a private house was procured as a rendezvous 
for the members. Informality was "to be 
stressed, and, therefore, the executive was to 
exist in name only— each member possessing 
an equal say in the organization and procedure 
of the group. 

Thus the group (it was preferred to call it 
a group rather than a society, as the latter 
term, in its very definiUon, ImpUes too much 
formality) was bom; and achieved a. brilliant 
success throughout the winter months, of the 
last college session. Interesting speakers were 
procured— members of the Arts faculty as well 
as oUiers gluing talks on literary and associated 
topics- Each meeting attempted to introduce 
something original; and on one occasion ' a 
particularly interesting and novel evening was 
enjoyed, when records ot modem poets readhig 
their work were heard by the group. Discus- 
sion invariably followed the speaker's address; 
and, ticforo an open fire, with refreshments 
somewhat more substantial and vital than had 
been served in previous years, the spirit of 
informality and good fellowship 'prevailed. The 
attendance more than justified the hopes of 
those instrumental in the formation of the 
group, and in the spring there was a feeling 
of regret that the meetings must come to a 
close. 

This year the regular society is functioning 
again. Several of the members ot its executive 
were among those who attended last year's 
gatherings, and it has been decided to com- 
bine, the two organization;. The group last 
year was hot definitely associated with the 
university, and it was impossible- to approach 
many of those who would have been interested. 
This year, however, the amalgamaUon plan has 
eliminated this difficulty; and, with the co- 
operation of the Daily, all those interested wIU 
know in advance the time and -place ot the 
meetings. . . • 

Several speakers have been lined up; and 
it is hoped that the students will' justify the 
work ot tha executives, and maintain the 
standards achieved by last year's group, by 
turning out in as large numbers as possible.

Dear Sir, 

Through the medium ot your col- 
umn I should like to congratulate 
Mr. Halford on his denunciation of 
the From. , Such a letter as this 
crushes the shell of hypocrisy which 
has so often surrounded our war 
effort, and reveals to us the kernel 
of our true responsibilities. 

I would go as far as say that Mr. 
Halford's patriotic ^ fervour could 
make an even greater contribution 
to the war effort beyond the lim- 
ited scope ot the Campus. As he 
points out there Is absolutely no 
justification ^or the Prom— "a spec- 
tacle of thousands ot dollars being 
wasted." I am sure that the similar 
spectacle of thousands of Canadians 
wasting thousands of dollars in ela- 
borat«,eabarets and night-clubs, on 
glutténoiis banquets, expensive 
liquor and innumerable taxis, must 
arouse his ire as much as it does 
mine- Even the waste ot the Prom 
cannot surpass this. ' In this respect 
too I feel certain we both agree 
that it is indeed .'deplorable.-.to see 
90 many young people wasting their 
incr'eased earnings and their leisure 
hours in riotous living instead of 
contributing money thus spent to 
some worthy charity, or towards 
Uie purchase of war stamps. - 

U is fortunate, that the, average 
University Student has neither the 
time to spare -nor the money to 
spend on these forms of entertain- 
ments, and as the members of the 
University, as much as any other 
patriotic Canadian, have reduced 
their social life to. the uUnost level 
ot the aforementioned "war-time 
simplicity," the annual Prom be- 
comes an affair ot "utter selfish- 
ness", extravagance and an exhibi- 
tion of gross Ignorance on the part 
of the students about the import- 
ance of war. < ^ 

The appalling waste of four dol- 
lars per couple, the tires, the gaso- 
line, and don't forget the carnation, 
is a disgraceful reflection upon the 
sincerity of the student war effort. 
The fact that it comes but once per 
year does not detract from the 
crime, but merely aggravates it in- 
asmuch 'as a great number ot stu- 
dents hoisird their money like mis- 
ers, depriving orphans, and old 
people ot their support in order to 
attend this monstrous extravaganza. 

As Mr. Halford observes, England 
has abolished formais, and therefore 
inevitably believes, and rightly too, 
that we should not Indulge In this 
"unnecessary ostentation-" In this* 
respect I feel that I should point out 
that there may be a great deal of 
controversy and prejudice aroused 
in the public mind over this diffi- 
cult point. Whether we dress In 
our normal everyday clothes or ex- 
^change them for another type on 
this one occasion is an issue which 
cannot be taken lightly In these 
days ot gireat problems. Let us 
hope that the long-suffering public 
will be once more generously in- 
dulgent with us. 
Finally, as Mr. HiUord poiiîts out, 
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the complacency. Ignorance and ex- 
travagance of such affairs as the 
Prom is representative of, can be 
no more forcibly demonstrated than 
it was at Hong Kong and Pearl 
Harbor. When we recall the fate 
of these two places, and realize that 
our Prom may be partially respon- 
sible for the occurrence of a like 
situation In our midst, I am sure 
that even the most apathetic stu- 
dent will be aroused from his 
academic slumber. 

In closing let me draw your at- 
tention to a passage in Childe Har- 
old where Byron describes the 
beauty of the great Ball held before 
the Battle ot Waterloo. Here he 
speaks ot the "revelry by night" 
while enemy cannon thiindered 
ominously in the background. What 
influence the Ball had upon ' the 
outcome of the Battle I cannot say, 
but a great victory was won. Let 
us pray that despite the evil folly 
of the Junior Prom ultimate victory 
will still be oùrs. •

McGill Leads 5-0 in 

Second Period; Farmer Leads 

Scoring with Three Goals

The Redmen regained their winning stride on Friday night, 
and their sf>irited play was enough to overcome the Navy's advan- 
tage in speed, and avenge the defeat they suffered in their last 
meeting with Fftrquharson's men. Bud Farmer was shifted to the 
defence and, playing one of his finest games in a ^McGill uniform, 
sparked all seven McGill scoring plays. After seeing a 5-0 lead 
disappear near the halfway mark of the final period, Farmer, 
Blair and Macdonald surged tlirough the Navy defence, with less 
than five minutes to go, and the right winger drove the puck 
through goalie Muir's legs to put the Hedmcn ahead 7-8. This was 
the deciding goal, as the collegians 'held on desperately to their 
margin, keeping the sailors well out of scoring range for the re- 
mainder of the game. 

COSTIGAN SCORES ^ 

Right from the face>off, the Red- 
men turned on the heat, and, play- 
ing the sane typo ol close-check- 
ing game, that brought them their 
first victory, had the Navy bottled 
up in their own defensive area for 
two or three minutes. When Vin 
Young was banished for hooking, 
the sailors sent on five forwards, 
but the McGill defence held fast, 
with Ritchie making several fine 
■tops. Bud Farmer and Bill Mac- 
donald broke away with one Navy 
defender to beat, and although they 
were stopped, Johnny Costigan fol- 
lowed up the play, and after a 
short scramble, dented the twine to 
give the Redman the lead, which 
they maintained for the rest of the 
game except for the two minutes 
when the count was knotted. 

At the start of the second period 
the Redman were still pressing, and 
Fecwce Read broke away from the 
pack, with nobody to beat but 
Sitchie, and the latter made the 
finest save ot the game.
